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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
To the community of Middleton: 


We are pleased to report that the Town is on solid fiscal ground. For the fourth 
year in a row, we were able to manage our cash flow carefully enough to avoid 
taking a Tax Anticipation Note and, as the Treasurer's report indicates, we are 
earning monthly interest on our invested funds. It should be noted that we did 
overspend some accounts during the past year, which indicates that the tighter 
spending and accounting controls, implemented during 2005, have yet to be 
uniformly adopted by all operating departments. 


The bookkeeping system we have used in the past few years is no longer 
supported and does not provide the functionality the town requires. As of January 
we have begun the implementation of a new bookkeeping and accounting 
software. This will enable the town to meet the demands of more rigorous 
accounting procedures and our demand for accurate financial data. This will 
ensure monthly financial reports and cash flow are accurate, timely, and assist 
department heads and the Board of Selectmen in managing the town’s funds in 
an efficient and effective manner. A long overdue upgrade to the Municipal 
Building computer network was accomplished this year, allowing for high-speed 
data access to outside information sources. This in turn allowed the town to 
reorganize its phone system and turn off a number of lines the town has had 
active in previous years but was not using. 


Notable capital improvements include the repaving of portions of Silver Street 
and New Durham Road, installation of new furnaces in the Public Works garage 
and the Fire Department. 


There have been a number of personnel changes that promise improved and 
more efficient department operations. Highway Department employee Dale 
Glidden became a full time employee at the beginning of 2005 assisting Rick 
Washburn and Rob Page in keeping the roads, ROW’s, and public facilities in 
working order. Police Chief Randy Sobel has returned to full time having 
recovered from his disabling car accident in late 2004; welcome back, Randy. 
The position of Code Enforcement Official/Health Officer, filled on a temporary 
basis since the retirement of John Fitch, was permanently staffed in June by 
Arthur Capello, a code enforcement professional who is available to residents 
10-15 hours each week. Town Welfare Services have been taken over by 
Wendy. Wendy is a Middleton resident and is available on a “on-call basis’. 


The Quality of Life Survey data, provided by residents visiting the polls during 
2004, was compiled, reduced and presented to the Selectmen for incorporation 
into government planning efforts. A summary of the results can be seen further 


into the annual report. Six private roads were found to meet Public Works 
accessibility standards and met Selectmen’s criteria necessary to be designated 
as Emergency Access Roads; this designation ensures Town maintenance until 
April 2006. The Selectmen approved the Town’s Emergency Operations Plan. 
Several outstanding tax liens were resolved, resulting on a return of extensive 
legal fees and back taxes to the Town. 


A Public Safety Building Committee was formed to establish the criteria for a new 
Public Safety Building to be located on the site of the existing Public Works 
Garage. This structure will house the Fire, Police and Emergency Management 
offices and equipment. 


A federally mandated Loss Study Council was formed to review Town operations 
and grade them against national standards for small communities to determine if 
areas exist for improvement. 


Town officers participated in a grant application review course, given by the 
Office of Homeland Security, to enable the Town to compete at the State level 
and nationally, for federal disaster mitigation funds. The funds were to be used to 
correct flooding conditions existing on Nicola and Dudley Roads. Although our 
application passed the first review stage, we failed to meet the $100,000 project 
cost criteria established during application review. The New Hampshire Bureau 
of Emergency Management is currently offering a new grant for the same 
mitigation purposes; we are presently in the application process. Stay tuned. 


The past year has seen a number of significant changes. We have had a part 
time Town Administrator for over a year now. He was hired in order to provide 
coordination and oversight on a number of town projects we felt as a Board we 
did not have the time and capacity to cover effectively and efficiently. 


This includes coordinating a response to FEMA’s suspension of the town from 
the Flood Insurance Program. This resulted in a warrant for the special meeting 
in September and residents of Middleton being able to attain reasonably priced 
flood insurance and assure purchase and sale of homes which require FEMA 
flood insurance. The Board of Selectmen also asked the town administrator 
coordinate the Town’s response and management of the construction of Adam’s 
Way in the Salach subdivision and including the draw down of a $780,000 letter 
of credit. Through his coordination the town has protected itself and worked with 
the developer to hire a third party inspector guaranteeing the work will meet all 
town standards and regulations as specified by the planning board. In addition, 
the town administrator at present is negotiating with the developer to ensure the 
$78,000 corresponds with the completion of the road prior to its acceptance. 


The town has also worked with the Fire Department and the Highway 
Department to replace their furnaces and at the time of this writing is reviewing 
bids to replace the furnace in the Old Town Hall. Through having the town 


administrator coordinate these installations and reviews we protected found out 
the Fire Department furnace was not up to National Fire Protection Association 
Codes and were able to fix this problem and a number of other problems with the 
Fire Department furnace. The three new furnaces are projected to result in long 
term fuel efficient cost savings. In the municipal building we have upgraded the 
phone system, added high-speed internet access, security and virus protection 
for all computers, and a new bookkeeping system. This has resulted better 
service for customers through increased communication, less computer down 
time, less costs for printer maintenance, and more efficient business processes. 


We have also moved ahead as a community and have reached conclusion on 
one of two major tax liabilities the town has been trying to resolve for three years. 
This brought in repayment of attorney’s fees, back taxes, and penalties of over 
$20,000. In addition, the town has submitted for two grants from the NH Office of 
Energy Management. The Board has asked the town administrator to continue 
working on a special projects planning grant with Strafford Regional Planning 
Commission. In addition, the Board is working to submit a grant through Strafford 
Economic Development Corporation for a $500,000 economic development grant 
to support Middleton Building Supply for new cleaner burning furnace which will 
burn wood by product and lower electrical operating costs the company. 


The past year has also seen the town move closer too building a new Highway 
building including a salt shed and Public Safety Facility. At present the town 
could potentially be breaking ground on these projects by summer 2007.While 
we have put some money aside in the last couple of years the Town will need to 
finance a substantial portion of the project. The town administrator will coordinate 
the process for bonding of these projects starting the process in April 2006. 


Finally, over the past year, having a part-time town administrator has resulted in 
a number of changes. While some of them have been difficult this position has 
assisted the Board of Selectmen coordinate and make progress on a number of 
town projects, manage difficult personnel situations, and enabled the Board to 
respond more effectively to policy and public questions and concerns. We feel 
this position is critical to coordinate and assure success on the capital projects 
we have planned and internal policies that need to be addressed, updated, and 
implemented. 


The Selectmen want to thank everyone who has volunteered their time and talent 
for the betterment of the Town. Each year’s accomplishments would not be 
possible without the efforts of our residents. Please, become involved.

REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK 


Another year has come and gone. We all received a pleasant surprise in our 
December tax bills when the rate came down by over five dollars per thousand of 
the assessed value. The first bill of the year is an estimate based on one half of 
the prior years taxes plus or minus any physical changes made to the property as 
of April 1 of the current year. The state sets the new rate in October based on 
what was appropriated at Town Meeting and the School District Meeting. 


State law requires that you present your current registration for renewal or 
transfer. If you are signing a new registration or transfer for someone else you 
must have a notarized temporary power-of-attorney. Vehicles from 1991 and 
before are now exempt from titles. To register an exempt vehicle you will need 
your bill of sale and either a copy of the prior NH registration, the current title ora 
State form TDMV19A also known as the small blue form. 


The number of Boat, Snowmobile and ATV registrations as well as Hunting and 
Fishing licenses are up this year. You don’t have to be a resident to register 
these here and Middleton keeps the town fees, not Concord. 

A quick reminder that all dogs must have current rabies certificate and be 
licensed by April 30. This year’s rabies clinic will be held at the Municipal Office 
Building on April 22, 2006 from 10 AM - 12 Noon. 


For your convenience the town clerk/tax collector's office is open on the last 
Saturday of the month from 9:00 — 12:00.

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CODE ENFORCEMENT / BUILDING INSPECTIONS 


The year ending December 31, 2005 was a very busy year. There were ninety 
two permits issued, in eleven months. There is no data from the month of 
January. This Is the time that the town was searching for a Code Enforcement 
Officer. In September there was an interim growth ordinance voted on and 
passed. The ordinance last for one year and prevents any lot from being sub- 
divided into no more then two lots. This seems to have slowed down the growth. 
| believe that the building will pick up in late winter. In conversations with many 
of the builders in town, they like to build one or two houses at a time. Once they 
sell, they then look for other lots to build on. During the month of January, we 
have had several houses finish up and receive their Certificate of Occupancy. 


The town raised $21,026 in fees and certificate of occupancy’s. 


Of the ninety two permits issued, the activity was as follows: 


New Homes: 26 
Additions: Ve, 
Garages, barns and sheds: 23 
Decks: 11 
Repairs/Misc: 1% 


During 2005, there were five heath enforcement issues dealing with Wetlands 
Violations and or Illegal Junk Yards. Of the five, three were resolved by 
negations with the owner and Health Officer. The other two went to either court 
or to NHDES. 


We also had an issue with a contaminated well. The owner is working with 
NHDES to resolve the issues and all the wells with-in 500 feet have been tested 
and are fine.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


The Conservation Commission has been very active this year. In addition to our 
important responsibility evaluating permit applications, we have received a 
conservation easement on 75 acres along the Jones Brook ensuring continued 
community access to this important water resource. Along with our coordination 
of treating milfoil, we are also actively involved in the volunteer lake assessment 
program which monitors the water quality of Sunrise Lake. 


We appreciate the cooperation we receive from the vast majority of town 
residents in protecting Middleton's wetlands, occasionally, it is necessary to 
contact someone who is disturbing a section of these wetlands without a permit. 
Usually this requires immediate action from town authorities or DES, who are 
best equipped to resolve the problem. Anyone can file a formal complaint to 
DES; they rely on citizens to provide extra eyes and ears to detect potential 
violations. 


The Middleton Conservation Commission consists of three voting members 
chosen by the Selectmen to serve on a voluntary basis. Alternate members, who 
serve in the absence of a regular member, are appointed by the Selectmen to 
assist the Commission and may be appointed to full membership in the event of 
vacancies. 


The Commission meets on the first Wednesday of each month at 6:00 p.m. The 
meetings are open to the public. All are welcome at these meetings and 
involvement is encouraged.

In the position of Fire Chief - having worked with a great number of volunteers, | 
feel that | must say that the volunteers we now have are the best group that | 
have had the pleasure of working with. We as a town owe them a world of 
gratitude for countless hours, selfless acts of kindness, and putting aside family, 
work, and sleep to make our town a better and safer place to live.

For the third year in a row we have been blessed with a FEMA grant. This years 
grant is for $110,000 (One Hundred and Ten Thousand Dollars) to be used for a 
Forestry/ Rescue vehicle. This unit will carry forest fire tools, Hurst Rescue tool, 
(purchased with a previous grant). Generator, scene lighting, have 4 doors, 
seating for 5, 4x4, its own skid unit plus room for a skid unit that will fit in the 
Kawasaki Mule (from last years grant) and more room for equipment and 
supplies. With this years grant the total of grant money that has been given to the 
town is approximatly $250.000 (Two Hundred and Twenty Five Thousand 
Dollars). | helped with the first grant and wrote the next 2 and by the grace of 
God we received all of them. The Kawasaki Mule has proven to very useful in a 
variety of ways. It has been used for ATV accidents, forestry preplanning and 
assisting the Police and Fire Departments in other communities. We are very 
close to purchasing a Mobile Command Center that will house the Mule and act 
as a rehab, communication center, and staging area, provide shelter during cold 
weather and forest fires and many other options. The funding for this has been 
raised by donations from fundraisers and private companies. 


From my research this will be the first one like this in our area if not the east 
coast. 5 people underwent the rigorous National Emergency Medical Technician 
course. Each person dedicated at least 240 hours each for a total of 1200 hours. 
These members spent their own time and gas to accomplish this. We also have 3 
members enrolled in the Firefighter Level 1 that provides training in fire behavior, 
Hazardous Materials, search rescue and many other subjects. This course will be 
6 months of classes and travel. | applaud everyone’s efforts to improve 
themselves and improve the Fire and Rescue Department. We have a few 
obstacles that we are trying to overcome. While | know that the strong possibility 
of a new Public Safety Facility is coming closer our members need a safer 
working environment. Our job is dangerous enough by exposing ourselves to fire, 
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car accidents, hazardous materials, body fluids, drug interactions and so many 
other things. All that | am asking is for the laws that protect our safety to be 
followed. We need a safe working area that will keep us safe and stop taking 
contaminates home to our families. AS a community we need to work towards 
this Public Safety facility .

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Highway Department had another busy year in 2005. Over the summer we 
managed to get the top coat of pavement on Ridge Road and Pinkham Road. 
Crack sealing was done on Kings Hwy, Ridge Road and from the four corners to 
Milton Richs, Governors Road, New Durham Road and Buttermilk Lane. We 
replaced all drainage on Silver Street from Drew Drive down below the Savage 
residents. Extensive ditchwork was done along with removing ledge and large 
stumps. Railing was installed below the Savage residents which we had a lot of 
request for and this was done with the road project. We also put out over 3,000 
yards of gravel from shoulders to various dirt roads and washouts. Our call for 
service after hours was doubled in 2005. We were out fifty one times after hours 
in just the winter months alone. We were also out several times for high water 
and washouts in various areas due to a record year for rainfall with over fifty four 
inches of rain recorded. We also were involved in projects at the ball park, (in 
Our spare time) built a parking area and put sand around the play areas. 


We also worked on a walking path from the municipal building to the park with 
the boy scouts. Along with these projects, we did our regular maintenance on all 
winter equipment and screened over 3,500 yards of winter sand. The year 2006 
looks to be as busy with another road project with drainage, ditching and 
reclaiming work scheduled for New Durham Road from Buttermilk Lane to Drew 
Drive with more shim paving and crack sealing on various roads. We are also 
working on a grant to help with the cost of the engineering design of a very 
extensive and expensive drainage project in the Dudley & Jordan Drive area. 
We apologize to anyone living in these areas having water problems, but due to 
extensive building in these areas there is no place for water to go anymore and 
no one wants it on their property, therefore, it will need underground drainage. 
This will be a large scale project and the town will need the fifty foot right of way 
to complete, which many residents in the area will be affected. We also 
apologize for anyone inconvenienced by the Silver Street closure this summer, 
however, there was no other way to do this and stay on schedule with other 
projects, there is just too much traffic!!! 


In closing | would like to thank my crew for another successful year, Rob Page 
and Dale Glidden and to my two part timers Peter Masse and Scott Pike. | would 
also like to thank you the residents of Middleton for your support of the Highway 
Department. Without this it’s not possible, and to the board of selectmen for 
there support of us as well. Once again any comments, complaints, or 
suggestions you can call me at 473-8390 anytime and leave a message and | will 
do what | can to help out. Remember we are only a three man crew and are 
very busy at times and it may take time to answer your complaint.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


An unusually strong housing market continued to fuel residential growth in 
Middleton in 2005, prompting the Planning Board to propose an Interim Growth 
Ordinance. The |GO—which limits landowners to one two-lot subdivision for a 
period of one year—was approved by a five-to-one margin by voters at a Special 
Town Meeting in September. 


Among the purposes of the IGO is to give the Planning Board time to focus on 
updating the Master Plan and address needed changes to the Zoning 
Regulations. In spite of a steady stream of two-lot subdivision applications, the 
Planning Board has pushed forward on the Master Plan. In November, the Board 
created and mailed a survey to every taxpayer in town seeking input on a variety 
of growth and zoning issues. Those results were compiled by the clerk, Joni van 
Gelder, and presented to the public in early February 2006. Additional feedback 
was gathered at that public input session. Aided by the public’s expressed vision 
of what Middleton should strive to be, the Planning Board will work to update the 
Master Plan in 2006. 


During 2005 the Planning Board approved ten subdivision applications. Most 
significant was the Salach subdivision involving 27 lots (in two phases) and a 
new road (Adams Way) that loops off of the Hollow Road (Route 153) between 
Pleasant Valley Road and Jones Brook. Included as part of this subdivision is a 
conservation easement along Jones Brook with public access from Adams Way 
to the easement area. The Board worked hard to ensure that Adams Way is built 
to current Town standards. 


Also significant for the Town was the permanent protection by the Society for the 
Protection of NH Forests of more than 2,000 acres of the Moose Mountains, 
straddling the boundary between Middleton and Brookfield. More than half of this 
acreage lies in Middleton, and it abuts part of our existing Town Forest on Piper 
Mountain. 


The Planning Board also approved five lot mergers and seven Shoreland 
Permits. 


We’d like to thank Randy Talon, who completing his term as a full member but 
agreed to stay the Board as an alternate. Alternate Mark Stevens became a full 
time member. Gilman Pond joined the board as an alternate. Thanks are due as 
well to Leonard Arkerson, who stepped down from the Board. 


Planning Board Clerk Joni van Gelder deserves particular praise. Not only has 
she put in countless hours to organize our work, post meetings, advertise 
hearings, and record subdivisions at the Country Registry of Deeds, but she 
single-handedly compiled the data from our survey. Through this, and by 
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soliciting support from her employer, RelyCo for the printing of the survey, Joni 
saved the Town several thousands of dollars. We thank her, profusely, for her 
service.

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ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT REPORT 


2005 Zoning Board of Adjustment Report 


This year was a busy year for the Zoning Board of Adjustment. We processed 
eight applications in addition to our regular business and inquiries from the 
public. The Zoning Board of Adjustment received three appeals for variances in 
the Sunrise Lake District; one was granted, one was denied and one was 
withdrawn. The Board received appeals for two special exceptions in the Rural 
Residential District within the Wetlands Overlay District which were granted. The 
Board also received appeals for three variances in the Rural Residential District; 
two were granted and one was denied. The appeal that was denied sought to 
allow a four lot subdivision by seeking relief from the Interim Growth Ordinance 
just passed months before by the Town. 


This year's events provide further evidence, in addition to other land use board's 
activities and building permit applications, that the Town is experiencing 
unprecedented growth. During 1996 to 2003 all appeals were related to either 
new home construction or home improvement on existing lots of record. In 2004, 
there was only one appeal related to a subdivision. This year half of the 
applications noted above were associated with subdivisions. 


The March 2006 meeting will be my last meeting as a member of the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment. During the past ten years, | have witnessed my fellow 
members working into the night on numerous hearings, resulting in some 
applicants departing content and others not. The Board has worked diligently 
and thoughtfully throughout hearings to ensure all parties had an opportunity to 
present their appeals thoroughly, sometimes exhaustively, and within procedural 
safeguards. Thank you to all past and present board members for their sincere 
work and effort. 


With our Towns growth there is also a growing demand for residents to 
participate in local government, specifically Planning and Zoning. If interested 
please contact the Board of Selectmen.

Served as the Town representative on the Northern Strafford County 
Health And Safety Council (NSCHSC) 


Assisted in the development of the town’s Hazard Mitigation Plan in 
cooperation with The Strafford County Planning Commission. The 
Plan has successfully passed State Bureau of Emergency 
Management review and Federal Emergency Management Agency 
approval. Completion of the Emergency Operation Plan in 2004 
(approved by Middleton in 2005) and the Hazard Mitigation Plan now 
allows Middleton to be eligible for a variety of Homeland Security and 
State Bureau of Emergency Management grants, which may be used 
for improving the town radio communications, funding of training 
exercises for first responders and the creation of an emergency 
operations center. 


Applied for and obtained an Emergency Management Performance 
Grant used to assist in the purchase of a $3,480 digital radio system 
(50% matching funds) for the 2005 police cruiser 


Successfully completed two (2) Federal Independent Study Courses 
sponsored by The Emergency Management Institute (FEMA) 
recommended for Emergency Program Manager development; Basic 
Incident Command System and Introduction to The National Incident 
Management System (NIMS). Also completed the 1S700 Introduction 
To NIMS and the ICS/EOC Interface courses offered by State of New 
Hampshire Department of Safety, Bureau of Emergency 
Management..

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RURAL DISTRICT VNA & HOSPICE REPORT 
Town Report 2005 


Rochester District Visiting Nurse Association dba Your VNA is pleased to 
continue as your home care agency, providing you with needed intermittent 
skilled nursing, therapy, personal care and support services. Rochester District 
VNA is proud to provide you with our highly skilled specialty nurses including 
those certified in IV therapy, wound and ostomy care, diabetes and psychiatric 
intervention. These RN specialists are just one of the distinguishing 
characteristics that make this agency special. We are pleased to continue to 
provide our community clinics at twenty sights throughout our service area 
monthly. We have a number of volunteers assisting the organization including 
our visitor program to our homebound patients. 


Our Telehealth program has progressed with increased utilization and positive 
results. Our first client using the in home unit prevented three trips to the 
emergency room in the first two months. The system helped her to gain a much 
better understanding of her illness and the signs and symptoms that were 
warnings of needed intervention. Telehealth allows us to monitor patients 
utilizing a computerized system which downloads such vitals as blood pressure, 
blood sugar and weight into the patient’s office chart without a nurse visiting in 
the home. There is a medication alarm to remind the patients to take their meds 
on time. Telehealth, combined with our disease management programs, affords 
the patient the best of care available in the home and a comprehensive 
education about their disease process.. 


Our two greatest challenges are staffing and funding. Rochester District VNA 
continues to provide support services, including HCBC (home and community 
based care to people who qualify for nursing home care funded by the state and 
county). Most neighboring agencies no longer provide this needed level of care. 
This care is reimbursed by the state at about 47% below our cost. The Home 
Care Association of New Hampshire initiated a law suit against the state 
regarding this reimbursement which has been settled out of court but did not 
result in any immediate relief for agencies. There is a shortage of nurses 
nationally and we are dealing with the shortage locally. We have the added 
challenge of a 3.7% reduction in our Medicare reimbursement scheduled for 
2006. 


Your support through your town contribution helps to meet the many home health 
needs of patients in your community who do not have insurance or have 
inadequate insurance. Our ability to continue to meet these needs is dependent 
on your continued support.

Strafford Regional Planning Commission (SRPC), a political subdivision of the 
State of New Hampshire, serves in an advisory role to its eighteen member 
municipalities. We provide professional planning services to officials, boards, and 
citizens to manage growth and facilitate collaborative efforts. 


SRPC’s professional staff offer a range of planning services in transportation, 
land use, conservation, natural resources, economic development, downtown 
revitalization, and geographic information systems (GIS) mapping and analysis. 
These services are available in customized modes to meet the diverse needs of 
the volunteers who are the foundation of communities. Educational outreach 
occurs in the form of our website, newsletter, How To Guides, Fact Sheets, 
workshops, forums, and personalized training. 


In 2005 SRPC worked on these regional issues: adoption of regional policies and 
strategies on transportation, growth management, land use, and community 
design; adoption of municipal conservation and cluster development subdivision 
ordinances; water quantity and quality; wastewater and septage; workforce 
housing; land conservation; regional transportation long range plan and state Ten 
Year Plan; implementation of a new travel demand model; air quality conformity 
for new 8 hour ozone standards; coordination of transit services between rail and 
bus; integration of transportation and land use planning through access 
management; and completion of 135 traffic counts and road inventories for 
seven communities. 


Services provided to all municipalities in 2005 included: local match to federal 
coastal and transportation funds for local and regional planning and construction 
projects, Census and GIS data and mapping, NH Land Use planning books, 
websites for SRPC and the Seacoast Metropolitan (Transportation) Planning 
Organization.
